The Minnesota primary, and 
all the nail-biting and cater- 
wauling which has been going 
on since, have not at all dis- 
turbed his poise. 


He knows what he thinks. And 
hé will hold to it, come Minne- 
sota, hell or high water. He 
has a very simple, if unique 
formula, It is, for all its unique- 
ness, an old one. It is that of 
Jefferson and Lincoln, Jackson 
and Woodrow Wilson. He first 
determines what he thinks is the 
best policy for his country. 
That becomes his. If this. policy 
hurts him politically he does not 
shift. He does not have one 
statement for the West, an- 
other for the East, and yet one 
more for the South, 


Strategy 
This has inevitably given him 


an Achilles heel—politically. 
The Republicans have _ been 
aware of this and have been 
attacking there. They know 
Adlai Stevenson is the only pos- 
sibility for holding the Demo- 
cratic Party together as a na- 
tional force. 

Therefore, they. shrewdly ar- 
range, indirectly, of course, 
support for Sen. Kefauver in 
his campaign for the nomina- 
tion. In Minnesota they called 
upon the Republicans to vote 
for Kefauver in the Democratic 
primary. They will be doing the 
same thing in every primary 
(including the one of yester- 
day), and those ahead. 

That Democrats should per- 
mit themselves to become 
dupes of these Republican strat- 
egists seemingly comes under 
the heading of the old axiom 
that those whom the gods would 
destroy they first make mad. 


In his airport press confer- 
ence Adlai Stevenson was 
asked about Sen. Kefauver’s 
plaint that he, Stevenson, was 
being. critical of him while he 
was saying no unkind word. 

Stevenson saw the problem in 
a somewhat different light. 
Sen. Kefauver is attacking 5Ste- 
venson’s friends and leaders of 
the Democratic Party. All that 
Stevenson has said is that Sen. 
Kefauver, having sought the 
support of these leaders and 
failed to get it, then attacked 
them as “‘bosses” and inferred 
thereby they were dishonorable 
political leaders. 

The Republicans so inter- 
preted it and the GOP press has 
given great space to Sen. Ke- 
fauver’s attack leveled against 
Democrats in the states where 
he has campaigned. It has hurt 
the party. 

Stevenson feels he cannot 
stand by while an effort is made 
to cut his friends and the party to 
pieces. 


Example 

His position on segregation 
{is illustrative of the man and 
his character. From the first he 
has accepted the Supreme 
Court’s decision as final. Cer- 
tainly the court is not going to 
rescind it. And the court, what- 
ever one may feel about it, has 
not ‘‘violated’’ the Constitution. 
The court interprets that great 
document. The court cannot 
‘violate’ the Constitution, how- 
ever much one may feel it has 
acted counter to the spirit of it. 


Therefore, Stevenson from the 
first has said that no matter 
what one may think about the 
decision, it is the law. 

But, he then says, our real 
job, as Americans, is to 
find, “even in the conflicting 
counsel of those who disagree 
so violently,’’ the best course to 
follow in implementing it. The 
question is not, he says, going 
to settle itself. Therefore; he 
argues, “‘it must not be settled 
by force, but by agreement.” He 
was the first—and President 
Eisenhower followed him—to 
speak out against the use of 
troops which the more violent 
suggest. Because of this com- 
_mon-sense, intelligent position, 
the has been damned by both 
sides. This disappoints him. 
But,‘ it will not dissuade him. 
He will continue. to talk sense, 
to have one polity.

The candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination 
made his appeal at an Atlanta 
press conference while en route 
to Kingsland for a vacation.

Cut Is Asked 
In U.S. Plan 


LONDON, April 3 (#—The Unit- 
ed States today proposed a new 
world disarmament plan, 
ing limitations on atomic and hy- 
drogen weapons. 

It calls for..a world nuclear cen- 
sus and partial nuclear disarma- 
ment once cutbacks in convention- 
al arms and military spending get 
under way. 

The plan was presented by U. S. 
Delegate Harold E. Stassen at a 
meeting of the five-power subcom- 
mittee of the U. N. Disarmament 
Commission. 

The plan includes an elaborate 
control and inspection system, on 
which the United States puts great 
stress. 

The proposals envisage a two- 
phase program covering both nu- 
clear and conventional arms. The 
nuclear phase calls for the census 
of atomic and hydrogen weapons, 
a system to control and inspect 
them, a freeze on their future 
manufacture and finally a _ whit- 
tling away of nuclear stockpiles.

4. Southern 
States Suffer

Tornadoes and other violent 
winds lashed 10 more states 
Tuesday, killing’ at least 37 per- 
sons and raising the known two- 
day storm toll to 47. 

More than 185 others were in- 
jured in weather turbulence Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Property dam- 
age will run into the millions. 

Worst of the latest chain of tof- - 
nadoes pounded Michigan, where 
at least 20 were killed and up- 
wards of 100 injured: Winds 
raked four Southern states. . 

The new storms came on the 
heels of tornadoes. and dust-driv- 
ing winds which took 10 lives in 
the Southwest overnight. 


INJURED EARLIER 


An estimated 30 persons were 
injured by the twisters which 
struck Oklahoma and Kansas 
Monday night and before dawn 
Tuesday. 

Tornadoes and other violent 
winds also punched Wisconsin, Io 
wa, Nebraska, Indiana. Mississip- 
pi, Tennessee, Arkansas and Ken- 
tucky. 

In’ addition, violent winds’ fol- 
lowed a freak heat wave into IIli- 
nois and neighboring parts of the 
Midwest. Snow and sleet plastered 
Nebraska. 

Tornadoes took this toll in twa 
days: Michigan 19 dead and at 
least 60 injured; Wisconsin, 8 dead 
and many injured; Mississippi, 1 
dead and at least 4 injured: Ten- 
nessee, 4 dead and at least 36 in- 
jured; Kentucky, 1 dead and 1 in 
jured; Arkansas, 5 injured; Iowa, 
dead; Kansas, 2 dead.

To Middle Position 


Adlai Stevenson, pausing briefly in 
Atlanta en route to Jacksonville, with a 
rest-work period near Kingsland in be- 
tween, was, of course, asked about seg- 
fegation in his airport press interview. 

He said what he has said before. The 
gist of it is this: 

“It isn’t enough, though, for any re- 
sponsible public official, or for any can- 
didate for public office, just to say which 
side of this issue he is on or how strongly 
he feels about it. The job that has to be 
done now is to find even in the con- 
flicting counsel of those who disagree so 
violently the best course by which the 
court’s decision can be carried out. 


“The Supreme Court has said what is 
to be done. The courts will determine 
when compliance will be expected. The 
question of how to effect this transition 
in an orderly, peaceful way remains to 
be settled. This question is not going to 
settle itself and the longer we drift the 
greater the danger—the danger from those 
who would violate the spirit of the court 
decision by either lawless resistance or 
by undue provocation.” 

He restated his opposition to use of 
force in attempts to carry out the court's 
decision. 

Stevenson knows that whatever he 
says on the subject is likely to be dis- 
torted. The Madison avenue hucksters 
will attempt to make it appear that he is 
“a moderate” in an effort to win the 
Negro vote for the GOP. Others will damn 
him for being “immoderate.”’ 

But he sincerely believes the issue is 
one which demands that some American 
serve as conciliator. The country can be 
damaged greatly by extremists playing 
politics. : 

So he continues to say that the court 
has spoken. But it is not enough for a 
man to say which side of the issue he is 
on or how strongly he feels about it. The 
question of how we may meet it without 
grave damage to the nation remains to be 
answered. 

Whatever happens, Adlai Stevenson 
most admirably and courageously con- 
tinues to put his country first, to talk 
sense to the American people and to step 
up his fight for the Democratic nomina- 
oom. 2«- - =

Its Best Year in 755 


Never before in history was the busi- 
ness situation in Georgia any better than 
it was in 1955, says a report from the 
U.S. Department of Commerce field office 
in Atlanta. And the array of statistics 
backing up the claim apparently proves it. 

This held true in the fields of finance, 
retail, wholesale and department store 
trade, cash receipts from farm market- 
ings, employment, new businesses, trans- 
portation, production of electric energy, 
construction, world trade and many indi- 
vidual lines of business and service ac- 
tivity. 

Bank deposits in Federal Reserve 
member banks rose to $1,500,000 and 
loans rose 12.9 per cent. Retail sales were 
up 17 per cent and department store trade 
climbed 10 per cent. More than 2,000 new 
businesses were incorporated and there 
were 30 per cent less insured employes 
drawing compensation. 

Georgia farmers even fared better 
than the year before, with a 6.9 per cent 
rise in cash receipts from marketing. 

Elsewhere in the Georgia economic 
picture, the State Department of Com- 
merce reports the addition of 250 new 
industries in 1955, costing $150,000,000. 
Industrial plants valued at more than 
$3,500,000,000 are producing products 
valued at four billion. 

It is obvious that the state has had a 
“healthy” industrial climate or this 
phenomenal growth would not have oc- 
curred. The S&tate’s governmental. busi- 
ness and professional leaders have worked 
to estdblish such a climate and by using 
the same good sense will be able to 
maintain it. 

Such economic progress doesn't “just 
happen.”

The South Apparently 


Enjoys Burning Money 


A two-day meeting to discuss the 
prevention of forest fires has been called 
for this month in New Orleans. Approxi- 
mately 1,000 delegates fram Southern and 
border states are expected to attend. 

The meeting could not come at a 
more significant time. A dry cycle has 
resulted in woods fires on a 12-month 
basis in the South. Even swamps, such 
as the Okefenokee, burst into flame in 
normally wet months. 

Timber products are of enormous im- 
portance in the South’s new economy and 
particularly important to Georgia with its 
pulp, paper and cellulose mills. But how 
does the South protect this valuable re- 
source? Very poorly. 

The latest figures show that 85 of 
every 100 forest fires are in the South. 
Eighty-nine of every 100 acres burned 
each year are Southern acres. And most 
alarming, 94 of every 100 incendiary 
fires each year are in the South. 

Experts have estimated the output of 
forest products in the 16-state area 


amount to $5,000;000,000 a year. But the 


$35,000,000 worth of timber burned an- 
nually in the section costs around $245,- 
000,000 when other factors such as lost 
paychecks and taxes are figured in. 

The South is a forester’s dream as 
far as climate, rate of growth and other 
productive factors are concerned. But 
carelessness and cussedness are allowed 
to cut the section’s income by hundreds 
of millions. . 

April generally is a wet month, one 
in which foresters and forest rangers 
should be able to take their vacations or 
at least relax a little on the job. 

A drive from Atlanta to the Florida 
line, however, should turn up at least two 
fires and many, many acres burned over 
in the last year. 

Compared to the old one-crop days, 
the South now has money. But certainly 
not enough to burn. -

Personal Debt Load 
Hits All-Time Peak 


Those who worry about things eco- 
nomic are a bit concerned about the fact 
that the American people in their spend- 
ing spree last year added $1.63 to their 
personal debts for every dollar of in- 
crease in their long-term savings. 


The total of personal debt jumped by 
more than 20 billion dollars during 1955 
to an estimated total of 147 billions at 
the year-end. Total savings were esti- 
mated at $232,500,000,000—a new record. 

But the danger inherent in the situ- 
ation is that for the past decade Ameri- 
cans have gone into debt at a greater rate 
than they have been accumulating sav- 


, ings. The 1955 jump was the greatest of 


any year in our history except in 1950. 

This reduction in spread between sav- 
ings and debt is reducing the amount of 
funds for private capital investment 
needed in our constantly expanding econe 
omy. 

At the end of 1955 Americans had 
personal debts of 63 cents for each 
dollar of long-term savings. 

Home mortgage debt and consumer 
credit have played the dominant role in 
the rise of personal debt. Home mortgage 
credit, for instance, is five times greater 
than it was at the end of 1955. Consumer 
credit has risen from six billion in 1945 to 
36 billion dollars today. 

Economists are watching the figures 
rising and are wondering how far it can 
g0. Somewhere, they reason, there will be 
a saturation point with all its unpleasant 
consequences. ‘

Congress began its 10day Easter recess without completing sc- 


tion on the farm bill 
the whole session to date. 


This shabby performance typifies pretty well 


The Senate had three full months in which to thresh out its dif- 
ferences over farm policy and go into conference with House rep- 


resentatives. 


It could do no better than con- 
coct a catchall, hodgepodge, 
patchwork piece of legislation that 
stands a good chance of being ve- 
toed. And so while members dur- 
ing the recess mend their political 
fences or enjoy themselves on 
Florida © junkets, many farmers 
must start planting without know- 
ing what this year’s farm pro- 
gram is to be. 

It is not quite fair to apply Har- 


ry Truman's tag-line — the ‘‘do- 
nothing Congress’’ — to this sec- 
ond session of the Sith Some- 
thing has been done and more 


will be. Both Houses commend- 
ably resisted the temptation to 
play politics with the President's 
request for postponement of excise 
and corporation tax cuts in this 
boom year. The Upper Colorado 
river development bill, without the 
objectionable Echo Park dam, has 
gone to the White House: 


Not the absence but the kind of 
action is the point on which this 
session and its leadership deserves 
criticism. Precious weeks were 
spent in the Senate passing a nat- 
ural gas bill to undercut effective 
reguiation of this public utility. 
When Sen. Francis Case's famous 
$2,500 campaign contribution cre- 
ated an uproar, more days were 
lost in smothering a full investiga- 
tion of this and other contributions 
by the gas and other lobbies. 

The common element in these 
events is a.confused, uncertain 
leadership, particularly in the Sen- 
ate, which sometimes pays more 


attentién to the preservation of its 
own political position than to the 
fashioning of constructive legisla- 
tion. 

All politicians play politics. That 
is to be expected. Yet the good 
ones know that the best politics in 
the end is action that serves the 
real needs of the people. 

Whether the post-Easter phase 
of this Congress makes a notably 
better record than the pre-Easter 
phase thus will depend very large- 
ly upon the vision and _. broad- 
mindedness (or lack of them) of 
such men as Senate Leader John- 
son, House Speaker Rayburn and 
the other Democratic leaders most- 
ly from the South who control the 
legislative machinery. 

No better test is to be found 
than the school aid bill, perhaps 
the single most important domes- 
tic issue facing this Congress. A 
strong, alert and farsighted con- 
gressional leadership would have 


forestalled the unfortunate “mani- . 


festo’”’ on school segregation which 
has hardened attitudes on both 
sides of this question. Having 
muffed that one the leadership 
now has-a responsibility to disen- 
tangle the school construction bill 
from the segregation controversy 
—and get it passed. 

If Lyndon Johnson and Sam Ray- 
burn can do that, they may in 
part redeem the dismal record of 
the first half of this session and 
demonstrate that they have some 
other title than mere seniority to

Ezra Cornell, he for whom Cor- 
nell University was named, 
thought up the name ‘Western 
Union.’’ The linking of the wires 
into one company connected Morse 
keys in the East with those in the 
West, as the north central states 
were then known. 

Only 12 years before, Samuel 
Finley Breeze Morse had. hooked 
up a switch at one end of a cir- 
cuit to a magnet at the other end 
so that the closing of the switch 
activated the magnet and made a 
click. 

Had it not been for that mag- 
netic click Walter Winchell would 
never have been able to get his 
newscast on the. air. 


The word telegraph incidentally 
comes from the Greek ‘“‘tele’’ 
which means afar off and ‘“‘graph,’’ 
meaning to write. Hence, ‘‘writing 
from afar off.’’ 

Lately, telegraphy has come to 
be that literally. The operator sits 
at a keyboard in Atlanta and pro- 
duces copy afar off, the dot-dash 
of the Morse system“having given 
away for the most part to the 
tele-typewriters. 


The speed with the original 
Morse instrument was four words 
per minute. The modern facsimile 
writer turns out 500 words a min- 
ute. 


Telegraphy and the telegraph 
network were born in time to 
serve usefully in. the Civil War. 


On his cavalry raids, Gen. Jeb 
Stuart made it a habit of visiting 
railroad stations behind the Union 
lines, there to cut the wires. Be- 
cause the wires were down be- 
tween Marietta and Allatoona Sta- 
tion in the fall of ’64, Sherman 
had to climb Kennesaw Mountain 
and resort to telegraphy by flags 
to send the message; ‘Hold the 
fort. I'm coming.” 

The Battle of Kennesaw Moun- 
tain was the first engagement in 
history, on a 10-mile front in 
which a general was in telegraphic 
communication with all his divi- 
sion commanders. 

Commuting daily with Joe Wil- 
liams of the Western Union staff 
keeps me in touch with things 
telegraphic. ’

formed 100 years ago, this wire

Franklin D. Roosevelt, for ex- 
ample, would have won every one 
of his four successive election 
triumphs without the support of a 
single Southern state. 

Harry S. Truman lost four South- 
ern states to the short-lived Dixie- 
crat movement in 1948 and still 
won over Gov. Dewey of New 
York. This he did by virtue of 
discontent in the farm belt, simi- 


lar to that of today, which threw 
more than enough Midwestern 


states into his column to offset 
loss of the Southern states. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt never had 
to compromise with the South~— 
and knew he didn’t. Harry Tru- 
man refused to compromise with 
it in either of the two fields where 
compromises always are de 
manded by the South: (1) Eco 
nomic reforms and (2) civil rights. 


The Yankee wing of the Demo- 
cratic Party recognizes that to run 
strong enough outside of the South 
to win, a candidate must rely 
heavily on labor and minorities in 
big urban centers, including 
Negroes, and on farmers. It, there- 
fore, cannot compromise on eco 
nomic issues or civil rights to woo 
the South, for that would alienate 
elements elsewhere that are es- 
sential to victory.

Masters Golf Championship is still unchanged. Cary Middlecoff, Ben Hogan and Sam 
Snead are the men to beat in the opinion of the experts. 


Nothing has happened in the 
many practice rounds to cause a 
rush to anyone other than this 
experienced trio who between 
them have accounted for six 
Masters crowns. Folks. have': 
learned by long experience that 
when in doubt at the Masters, go 
with Hogan or Snead and now 
the doctor from Memphis, who 
captured this classic last year 
with a score of 279. 


Hogan, who could join Snead 
and Jimmy Demaret as three- 
time winners by taking this 
year’s crown, probably gained 
a lot of additional backers 
Tuesday after firing a four-un- 
der-par 34-34—68 while playing 
a friendly match’ with Claude 
Harmon against Jackie Burke 
and Lawson Little. The little 
man from Fort Worth, who has 
spent about six weeks prepar- 
ing for this tournament, may 
be reaching his peak. If so, it 
could be rough for the rest of 
the field. 

Ole Samuel Jackson likewise 
didn’t hurt his favorite’s role 
Tuesday. He reported a 32-33—65. 
He collected birds at Nos. 2, 6, 7 
' and an eagle on 8, but was over 
on nine, chipped back and two- 
putted. Snead hit the water to 
take a bogey on 11 but then 
birdied 12, 13, 15 and 16. 

Middlecoff played the front 
nine well, but faltered on the back 
slightly and came out with a 70.

Culture Said 
Independent 


A Mexican statesman speaking 
at Emory University Tuesday 
night called on all Americans not 
to look to Europe for cultural 
leadership, ‘‘but to look to our- 
selves.”’ 

Luis Quintinilla, ambassador of 
Mexico to the Organization of 
American States in Washington, 
denied that the culture of the 
Americas is simply the outgrowth 
of European culture. 

Qintinilla is John Gordon Stipe 
lecturer to Emory University. 

The ambassador emphasized 
the oneness of South American 
and North American tradition. 
**The native American culture has 
been greatly under-emphasized in 
our educations,’’ he said, citing 
the Mayan and Inca civilizations. 

“Imperialism by the United 
States in the past caused a great 
widening of the gulf between this 
country and her Southern neigh- 
bors,”’ Quintinilla said. “But 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 
the Good Neighbor Policy changed 
this unhappy situation.”’ 

The ambassador said United 
States-Latin American relations 
have been smooth since the Good 
Neighbor Policy was established 
by Roosevelt. 

“Other parts of the world have 
built countries,’’ Quintinilla said. 
‘“‘But we are building a more uni- 
fied continent. And when we 
have acheieved this, we must go 
on to build a better world.”’

NEW YORK, April 3 #—Behind the steamy windows of a 
Chinese laundry in Brooklyn, Yee Young waits today for a son 
he has never seen and a wife he will never see again. 

“They are dead,’’ a reporter told him. 

““Maybe yes, maybe no,” said Yee, sorting out the bundles 
of wet wash in his tiny shop. 

Yee went to Idlewild Airport yesterday and waited hours for 
a Northwest Orient airliner to arrive from Seattle with his wife 
and 7-year-old son. ; 

When it became evident the plane would not come out of the 
sky that day, he returned to his shop and gazed fondly at the 
new dining room set purchased for their arrival. 

“Didn't anyone tell you?’’ the reporter asked. 

‘Yee shook his head. He had heard that the huge airliner 
went down in Puget Sound, but they told him most of the pas- 
sengers survived.

Young Albert, born in the Orient of French parents, was 
separated from his sister Renee in, 1930 when he left Saigon, 
French Indochina, to begin his career as a traveling musician, 
Renee, who is a@ violinist of some distinction, also left home 
and in the years that followed they were not often in touch.

Even their mother lost touch with Renee after a few years and 
eventually came to America to join Albert, who in the mean- 
time had dropped the Frerich name, Crosnier, for the American,

“I. find,”’ reported Albert Coleman with a touch of amaze- 
ment, “I have nieces and nephews all over places. Renee has 
all sorts of kids!’’ 

Now they are happily plotting a family reunion which will 
bring Renee to Atlanta, if possible.

HOW TO LIPREAD 


After several years of scrutiny, 
I found that this vice president 
at Gallaudet had made a very 
shrewd observation. 


Expert lipreading is not an in- 
variable result of a high 1.Q., 
but depends largely on a per- 
son's type of personality. 

After examining many rec- 
ords, too, I found another factor 
that helps produce excellent lip- 
reading skill. 


Never did I meet an expert 
lipreader who had been born 
deaf! All the outstanding lip- 
readers had\once possessed nor- 
mal hearing and had learned to 
talk by normal speech sounds. 


Then, maybe at the age of 8 
to 10, they lost their hearing as 
a complication of scarlet fever 
or some other disease. 


But their facility at using spo- 
ken language prior to the onset 
of their deafness then carried 
over and apparently helped them 
considerably at lipreading. 

Steering the conversation is 
also a clever technique of talent- 
ed lipreaders. .-That keeps the 
talk on familiar Subjects so they 
can guess more shrewdly at the 
meaning of lip movements.

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Currie Asks 
Forest Park 
Budget Cut 


Forest Park Mayor James K. 
Currie returned to the city coun- 
cll Monday night the tentative 
budget of $160,000 for the year. 
Currie said anticipated revenue 
was only $166,000 and he thought 
the budget was a little too large 
for the anticipated income. 

The mayor recommended a 10 
per cent cut in the budget, some 
$16,000. Final plans on the budg- 
et will be drawn at a 10 a.m. 
meeting Saturday in the city hall. 

In other action the city also 
raised water rates from $1.25 to 
$1.40 for a minimum of 4,000 
gallons after the city of Atlanta, 
which supplies Forest Park wa- 
ter, increased its cost 50 per cent. 
Currie said the Atlanta increase, 
from 10 to 15 cents per 100 cubic 
feet of water, was too large for 
the city to absorb. Forest Park 
had lost $8,000 since the increase 


went into effect in December, he 
said. 

The council also named A. J. 
Palmers fulltime building inspec- 
tor and voted to purchase a bull- 
dozer for the sanitary depart- 
ment for $6,750. The city made 
application for matching funds 
for radio equipment from the fed- 
eral civil defense authority. 

The council passed a plumbing 
code ordinance similar to At- 
lanta’s. Included in the code is 
provision for a five-man board, 
to be appointed.

When 
they have sickness in_ their 
homes, take over something 
tempting to eat. Offer to baby- 
sit for them sometimes. Show 
that you are interested in them. 

Finally, be sure that you show 
your husband that you love him. 
If he is working 12 hours a day 
and is so tired he goes right to 
bed after supper, let him know 
you are appreciative of him and 
of his work. With Christ in your 
heart and others first in your 
thoughts, life will become won- 
derfully different.
